In many ways this book is outstanding. At first glance the adult will delight 
e in the imaginative illustrations - two color with a delicate and fluid line,- the handsome 
format and artistic layout and typography.

Umar Chand, who loved to paint and dream of great palaces for his very poor family, mirac- 
ulously becomes heir of the wealthy Maharajah and finally acquires the title and wealth 
enough to give his family all the fabulous luxuries of which he had dreamed. The style is 
leisurely, witty with a wry humor, and the black and white and two-color illustrations are 
lavish and sensitive at the same time. Bound in strong board and with a handsome format, 
this is an appealing book for story-telling and as supplementary material on the historic 
dress and customs of India.

Although the plot of this lively story of a mother and daughter's trials and 
thrills in managing a carnival is heavily contrived, the book sparkles with atmospheric 
"carny” talk and adventures. Fifteen-year-old Capri and her mother, Francia Maccomb, 
vivacious former-ster of vaudeville, choose to sell the farm left to them by Uncle Shie, 
Francia's partner, and to keep his carnival. Eventually, despite underhanded machinations 
of the show's former manager to destroy the show, rackets which creep in, and Francia's 
attempts to protect her daughter from show business, the show is at last reorganized with 
new acts and a happy, loyal company. Capri finds new friends, a new step-father, and wins 
the approval of her mother for sharing the exciting carnival life. This is a warm-hearted 
yarn with an appealing mother-daughter relationship and the never-failing fascination of 
show business.

More Bronce Burnett and more baseball for those who like it straight with a few 
manly histrionics in ninth inning crises. This time the Sonoras battle in the Western 
Sectional Junior tournament and run into umpire trouble in the form of Dude LaRoach who 
calls an overwhelming number of freak plays. However, with the wise tips of the adored 
Cap'n Al Carter, sturdy teamwork and the courage of the sixteen-year-old pitcher, Bronc 
Burnett, who finishes a game with a bad ankle and crushed finger, Sonora triumphs and Dude 
LaRoach shakes Bronc's hand "with a grip that counts”. The characters and psychological 
problems are all seen through the haze of the clicheed “hardboiled sentimentality” of 
sports journalese and the situations are improbable.

THE WINDS BLOW FREE $2.50 


This historical, while not outstanding in characterizations or period atmosphere, 
nevertheless has an absorbing story and plenty of action on the high seas. Fifteen-year- 
Old Roddy Rawley, Irish stowaway to Philadelphia in 1776, joins the crew of the Captain 
Gustavus Conyngham, daring and successful skipper of the fevenge, a menace to British ship- 
ping and a much desired prize for British men-of-war. There are sea battles, diplomatic 
tangles with the French and Dutch, a capture and imprisonment, an escape along a dark 
coast, personal associations with Ben Franklin in Paris and above all, the excitement of 
the slapping-sails and a raging sea. Based on authentic records of the early days of the 
American navy, the adventures are characterized by lively action free of melodrama, and the 
style is terse and restrained. Handsome sketches in black and white by Rafaello Busoni.

THE GREEN SPRIG $2.50 

A wild tale in plot and character, this strenuous historical is centered around 
the spying and skulduggery involved in the activities of Major John Andre appointed to 
negotiate with Benedict Arnold for the surrender of West Point. Thirteen-year-old Stephan 
Fisher, bound boy to kindly but querulous Aunt Dorcas, finds himself in the midst of in- 
trigue when a Captain Jack Anderson of the British army is billeted at the home of Aunt 


Dorcas. Jane, a bound girl, and the cook Hallie Lou are concealing Jane's fiance, a spy 


in the American army, and the resultant confusion and intrigue in those days of 1777-8 
in Philadelphia provide many lively incidents and adventures with Stephan as the private 
messenger to “Captain Jack" who is finally arrested as Major Andre. The characters are 
loosely drawn and Washington and Arnold chatter like magpies to young Stephan. Fast but 
uneven, elthough good background for the Andre-Arnold incident. (5/8)

POCKETFUL OF FEATHERS $2.50 
This happy little story about the enterprising struggles of two teen-age sisters 
to earn enough money to pay taxes on their beloved country home in New Englanc has all the 
ingredients that teen-age girls like in this sort of confection - likeable youn” people, 
bubbling banter, a suggestion of romance, some hints for money-making and a s”’ary-eyed 
ending with horizons unlimited. Thistle, about to enter college, her sister Patricia, 
Tony, an engaging boy who works in the summer at the girls’ country home, Aunt Cora, older 
brother Craig, and even Sally, Craig's girl friend who turns out to be a “good kid” after 
é11, aid in the money drive. Thistle learns to tie fishing flies, and with Tony's pro- 
motion work begins a lucrative business, earning money and getting some valuable publicity. 
Patricia works in a biological laboratory, and with the help of their friends the girls

Hylander, C. J. 
SEA AND SHORE $3.00 

* A book of this sort has been needed for this age level, and this- while not as 
popularly slanted as it might have been, should prove a useful, rather sober handbook on 
plant and animal life along the seashore. Vacationers from twelve up, who fall for the 
fascination of collecting shells, seaweeds and starfish and all their relatives, will find 
this informative, sound and fairly comprehensive, whatever their happy hunting ground, 
though the information is more extensive for the eastern seaboard than the Pacific. The 
text covers - in introductory chapters- general discussion of ocean, answering such common 
questions as why is the sea salty? what are tides? how do tides affect plant and animal 
life? and so on. The bulk of the text is concerned with types of plant and animal life, 
from seaweeds and sponges, through most of the marine invertebrates, including the familiar 
lobsters, crabs, bivalves and univalves (shelled animals of the sea), corals, jellyfish, 
starfish, sand dollars and so forth. There is sound scientific data here, and scientific 
terminology (clarified for the layman by popular "beach names") gives this a note of author- 
ity. The style is somewhat pedestrian, but this need be no deterrent if what is wanted is 
information. Forty photographs, numerous drawings and diagrams, will make this a practical 
guidebook, while instructions on preservation of specimens gives it added value for collec- 
tors.

THE GREATEST VICTORY and Other Baseball Stories $2.50 


Twelve stories about big league and minor league baseball by the author The eam 
and Flashing Spikes and stories in the Saturday Evening Post and Collier's. These stories 
do not have the sensitivity and humor which characterize Ring Lardner's stories, but 
O'Rourke catches the drama of the nine-inning great moments, the kindly and sentimental 
cynicism and loyalty of the baseball players, and the sounds and color of a great crowd 
waiting under a hot sun for the pitcher to take the long walk to the mound. This collec- 
tion is baseball writing in the grand manner with an appeal for the whole family from 
teen-age up.

HEAR MY HEART SPEAK $3.00 


Simplicity and warmth in this story of Spence Atkins who returns from the war 
in 1918 to a small town in northern Wisconsin, with a loss of his powers of speech through 
shell shock. Spence has to fight disappointments in the search for a cure. Although 
Phoebe, daughter of a revivalist, claims that only faith can work the cure, Spence holds 
aloof and finally is cured through a new drug administered in a Veteran's hospital. Faith 
and science are reconciled by a friendly country doctor and Spence marries Phoebe. A 
friendly, human story.

Some Penrodish adventures, lively, real boys, a dog named Randolph and puppies 
figure in this likeable story of a nine-year-old boy and his friends, the twins, Bob and 
James. Told in the first person, this story of the campaign to win a puppy from their 
neighborhood enemies involves wild escapades, family crises and an epic spanking, and 
shrewd, earnest planning to achieve their ambition.

THE WORLD AT SIX $2.75 


An attempt to recapture the world of a six-year-old boy, this series of anecdotes 
about young Flip Valckenier and his Dutch family and friends fails as a study of childhood 
because of casual characterizations and a confusion in point of view. The friends of Flip- 
sharp-tongued Granny, Tony the delivery man, the maid Aaje, and little Nellie from next 
door are shadowy and unreal and even Flip himself seems unusually perceptive for a child 
of six. However, portraits of children seen through the child's eyes are unusual and this 
family novel may well stimulate interest in this approach. There is an illicit relation- 
ship and emotional conflicts proceeding from jealousy with the adults, but this element 
is delicately understated. We do not recommend this for the average young adult. (Full
